Uead liver in Oregon. IK- slated that he 
M hern with llu-> (rihe of Indians eighteen 
year:*. We listened for Mime length of lime 
to hi* history, many portions of which an: tru- 
ly thrilling, lie was iilccu prisoner in l&Ul 
on (lie Upper ftlississonri rivor, wliile in llie 
employ of a fur crtinpny. lie is a native of 
France, and sneilks Knglish hut poorly ; lint 
wc give win! he cominiintcftlcd to us as inr.ir- 
Ij" «> po^ihle. He w.is in company tviih u 
mail by tiiC'narno of Robert ion, bo til of whom 
\veie eapluied. They atlempled lo defend 
llionlMdve.*, and hilled tw«, Indians, but llivy 
•vere overpowered— there being* twenty-nve 
tinliaus.lo conleiid with. They Merc secured 
hand ami fool, and place J on ponievmd start- 
ed to the northwest, and travelleil live weeks, 
>vln.ii they eame lo the (milling ground of llie 
tiihe, where they were given up to the chief, 
j .vho shoolt lunch with ihem, and manifested 
mueh joy at their capture. They werc.un- 
Iniuud and coulined in a hut, where thev 
were Uttl, hut not allowed (o escape. The 
chief offered them his two daughters if they 
would many and remain with the tribe. Find- 
ing escape utterly impossible for the time 
Nig, the Icrms were accepted and the marrin-'e 
[ look place. The fruii., of tKe uw.rua»e we?o 
r inu eioiaieii, botu or twitch are still living, u 
! u\ni»liler, -.ixieen, ami a son, fomteen, botli of 

w!ii':li lie li'fi will* I he tribe. Two years u^o, 
lioheil^on atleiuplid lo escape, but was reta- 
ken, seilpi-d and burnt ahvc, leaving three 
children with the tribe. Seven years ago, 
Harney atlempled lo e*cnpe,but was recaptur- 
ed and would have been put to death, but for 
the interposition of his wife. who was the daugh- 
ter of the chief. During the lime of his cap- 
liiily, Jiarncy states, thai he was engaged 
with the tribe in three billies— two with the 
Block l-'eet, and one with a hihe the name ol 
which he does not know — in one of which l.e 
says over seventy Black" Feet were hilled. 

The mi'. -i of the lime of his captivity he 
lived on the head of tlio Columbia river, and 
at thnesas far up ;is the head of the I'lal Held 
river. Dining the eighteen yeais, lie iaw 
liC.ther -salt, bread, potatoes, eolfe, tea, or 
an) thing of tho kind; living upon meat of 
moo*e, deer, skunk, rattle-snake, turkey, 

prairie Inns, etc. At the time he made his es- 
cape he was near Lake Superior, about sixty 
miles from a trading post of American Fur 
Company. The chief (hi* father-in-law) was 
k Doctor, and on the 5 lb of May left, and 
while he was gone, Harney succeeded in ma- 
kin" all the Jndiuus dead drunk with the "Ins- 
key which had jin.i been received, giving one 
and a half pint to each Indian. After they 
wvre asleep, ho took his bow and arrow, toma- 
hawk, pipe, two and a half pounds tobacco, 
ll nt aid steel, and two pound* of meat, being 
all them was in the hut. lie started and Ira- 
veiled all night,!:aviug his dog along ; the next 
morning he killed his dog, lo prevent hi$ re- 
turning to give a clue to his trace. 

About II o*clock the same day when about 
30 miles he was overhauled by his father-in- 
law's (the chiefs) dog, which he killed wilh his 
bow and arrow, and carried his caicass away 
from the path, and Ihen concealed himself in 



cape. After asking some questions he depart, 
cd, and after nine miles travel came to the 
Mtftiissouri river. Uc made a raft of logs 
and passed over. Travel ting duo cast. he eon* 
firmed his journey nine weeks before he orri* 
vodat White Lake'in Mlnosota, during all of 
which time he had subsisted upon game, which 
lie killed with his bow 'and .arrow. Ho re- 
mained there three days and s>ld his accou- 
trements for clothing aod Ihen made Ins way 
for his .State. He arrived heie in the cars. " 
Harney isn man of considerable Intelligence 
and seems to have a vivid recollection of 
nearly all that passed during his captivity. Ho 
seems familiar with Indian life, and gives their 
signs for determining courccs, cures for disea- 
ses, &c. He would like to sec bis children 
again, but would rather forego tho plcasore 
than go back and remain with lire tribe. He 
was married won after he came (o lliia coun- 
try, and lived in Olsego counly, New York, 
where his wife died, after which he wa-> em- 
ployed by the Fur Company. He is G3 years 
old, but still aeems actively and hardy. He 
describes I ho country whero he has been as 
being the hondsoinesl he ever saw. Truly he 
has " aeeo the elephant," and if his history it 
correct he can tell of more trials, tribulations 
and and adventures than any one now living.
